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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to the Fischer reference, clutch bars 6 
(aka driving pins) are always flat (see Fig. 2), however the indentations that they connect in between (aka radially extending grooves of the 
mating gear) can be flat (aka have parallel sides), trapezoidal or have a pointed tooth profile. In Figure 4, the indentations that are shown 
are in the trapezoidal form. The grooves in the Stall reference show grooves with a pointed tooth profile (the inverted form of the 
trapezoidal groove shown on Fischer). Fischer states that the grooves can be of a pointed tooth profile and Stall shows the form of the 
pointed tooth grooves, wherein the outer distance between opposing outer edges is larger than an inner distance between opposing inner 
edges (Fig. 4a). Therefore the combination (which Fischer alone actually shows) teaches the claimed limitation. 

If applicant beleives that Fischer shows a pointed tooth profile in Figure 4, then Stall teaches of the trapezoidal profile. Either way the 
groove as claimed has been disclosed by both Fischer and Stall. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive. 
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
